office, to render for a specified sum, is so 
nanifestly wrong, that under no circum- 
stances could I countenance it. 
Ifa public 


jfficer has a riijht to vote himself, or take 
from the public Treasury 3200 additVnal 
to his legal salary, he has a riijht to vote 
for and take 81,000 additional, or any other 
amount, and there is no knowing where the 
matter may slop. 
It is proper that the peo- 


ple should stamp all such legislation with 
indiirnant rebuke, and I am not surprised 
that they should he solicitous as to the views 
of those who become candidates for legisla- 
tive office.
